Winter Maintenance 


Our area has received less than a normal snowfall to date, re- 
flecting savings in this department. The amount of sand stockpiled 
and used was more than doubled over last season. Our cost per mile 
for the year just ended was $116.58. The number of requests for 
additional sanding indicate that people are no longer willing to ac- 
cept winter conditions on our town maintained highways but expect 
conditions comparable to those on route one. This type of main- 
tenance has a much larger price tag. A $2000.00 appropriation will 
not provide it. 


Town Officers 


Your municipal officers are presenting for your approval a new 
salary schedule for town officers. We believe that its adoption will 
provide you with better, more efficient services and be well worth 
the extra cost. The incentive payment for the tax collector could 
well be worth more than the entire cost of the entire new program. 


Tax Situation 


If you will compare the amount of the collection of back taxes and 
tax liens with past years you will note that your municipal officers 
have not been idle. There is much more to be done and the work 
must and will continue.

The following comments are offered as additional 
information on some departmental operations: 


WELFARE 


The past vear has brought. us an increased number 
of cases but no individual case has been extremely ex- 
pensive. Fortunately refunds creditable to this depart- 
ment from past expenditures for welfare have enabled us 
to show a substantial unexpended balance. (Juite a few 
cases are terminated and less expense is Bae ated here 
in the coming vear. 
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The appropriation for :\id to Dependent Children was 
increased last vear but still the account shows some 
overdraft. One case has beenterminated, one added, two 
more are pending with the probability of another being 
accepted soon after the end of the first quarter. At this 
time we wish to bring out that your Selectmen have no 
control over these cases except to acknowledge or denv 
settlement which is usually definitely established before 
we vet notification. The Town’s share of costs is eight- 
teen per cent with the State taking care of the balance. 
Appropriation for this department must be increased 
and the estimated need appears in the budget. 


TOWN. DUMP 


We were slightly above estimate here last vear. The 
coming vear will necessitate some enlargement of the 
Cleared area at the back of the dump. .\lso a continuation 
of the fencing to prevent the -drifting of material onto 
railroad property is indicated. Your municipal officers 
appreciate the care vou have taken in disposing of rub- 
bish this past vear and: hope that. vou will continue to 
exercise prudence inthe future in order that maintenance 
costs may be held down. 


TOWN OFFICERS 


At the last annual meeting anew salary schedule was 
presented. [It was recommended by the budget committee 
but rejected at the meeting. The dollar volume of our 
town business approximates $100,000.00. The burden of 
responsibility for the administration of this business 
rests on the Chairman of vour board whomsoever he or 
she may be. | 
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The present stipend for administration is 
one third of one per cent. The amount paid your asses- 
sors last year was determined by applying the State 
Wage Scale for this work to the number of hours in- 
volved and did show an increase over the figure custom- 
arily allotted for this purpose. 


FINANCIAL STANDING 


From a financial point of view this has been a very 
successful year for our town. We have accummulated a 
cash surplus of nearly $16,000.00 with all bills paid to 
clcsing date. We are in a position to take $10,000.00 
from surplus to reduce the rate. This is equal to a re- 
fund of $24.00 on each $1,000.00 of your valuation. At 
this point we would like to clarify the meaning of the 


article in the town warrant which will read ‘‘To see if — 


the Town will vote to take $10,000.00 from surplus to 
reduce the rate?’’ We have been asked why, if we take 
a sum of money from surplus to reduce the rate, that 
the rate does not go down but in some years actually 
increases. Money made available from surplus or any 
other source will reduce the rate from what it might have 
been had not the fund been available. It will not of neces- 
sity reduce the rate from that of the previous year al- 
though it is possible for ittodoso if appropriations are 
not greatly increased. 
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TAX STTUATION 


If all money represented by unpaid taxes and liens 
was in the hands of the Treasurer your town would be 
in an extremely healthy financial position. Please co- 
operate with the collectors both past and present in 
clearing up these accounts.

WINTER MAINTENANCE 


Those-of you who attended last years budget meeting 
may recall that your Selectmen asked for $2500.00 for 
this purpose. The request was not granted and due to 
the unusual conditions that have persisted through most 
of this Winter we show an over-expenditure of around 
$600.00. Since the close of the books it has been neces- 
Sary to provide more salt and to stockpile extra sand. 
Plowing and sanding costs during the past year have been 
less than $140.00 per mile. Roughly twice as much sand 
has been used as in any previous season. Due to re- 
measured mileage we will probably receive $100.00 less 
from the State next year. 
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The first part of next winter — 
will have to produce unusually favorable conditions to ~ 
enable us to get along with $2500.00 as substantial ex- — 


penditures have been made during the month of February 
and the end is not yet. If the quality of Maintenance you 
have had during the past year has not met with your 
approval. you should provide more funds by increasing 
the appropriation to at least $3,000.00. 


TOWN ROADS and BRIDGES 


As we had no authorization to repair our grader it 
was necessary to hire all work of this type done by 
outside owned equipment. Work was continued along 
previously established lines except that less calcium 
chloride was used and no culverts were set. Due to the 
fact that the mileage to which the above fund is applicable 
is decreasing each year and the account showed a sub- 
Stantial unexpended balance of approximately $400.00, a 
lesser sum than usual seemed in order for ’63 and 
$1,500.00 is recommended. 


TARRING TOWN WAYS 


With the exception of re-tarring Winslow Hill and a 
Short section of the Duck Puddle Road this fund was 
expended on East Neck Road and in Back Meadow. As 
we now have more than four miles of tarred road re- 
quirring town maintenance it seemed advisable to split 
the tar fund this year. $1,500.00 available fornew work 


and $1,000.00 for patching and sealing work previously 
done. 


a 
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At this time I wish to acknowledge with thanks a 
gift of $100.00 from Gilbert H. Vannah. This was used 
to aid in maintaining the Duck Puddle Road. We still 
have a substantial amount of road built with Town Road 
Improvement funds that needs stabilization and I believe 
it of utmost importance to continue the tar program. 


TOWN ROAD IMPROVEMENT 


This work was done on the Borland Hill Road at 
Damariscotta Mills starting at Cotton’s Crossing and 
continuing to the residence of Nettie Starkey. The con- 
struction corrected drainage and eliminated a very bad 
snow trap near the residence of Fred Pinkham. Because 
of the shortness of the road it wasimpossible to expend 
all the available funds here due to the $6,000.00 per mile 
regulation. The balance of the fund was allotted to the 
Morang Road at North Nobleboro starting at the junction 
of this road and S. A. #2 and continuing toward the resi- 
dence of Eugenie DeGroff. In as much as both of these 
locations have fairly steep grades it is recommended 
that they be tarredinearly summer toprevent errosion. 
Sufficient T,R.I. funds will no doubt be available this 
year to complete the Morang Road plus a good part of 
the road leading to Duck Puddle Bridge. Both of these 
locations are recommended for 1963 construction. 
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BELVEDERE ROAD and BRIDGE 


Through agreement with the Highway Commission, 
this road has been designated as a State Aid location 
thus making the bridge elligible for construction under 
the Bridge Act. After a preliminary survey it was esti- 
mated that Nobleboro’s share of the cost would be about 
$1,700.00. The final survey which has been made may 
recommend some changes and increase our costs to 
Some extent. However it is very safe to say that the 
total cost to the town of Nobleboro willbe less than our 
one year ioint State Aid fund of $3,198.00. The building 
of a modern bridge and the eventual re-construction of 
the road to State Aid Specifications will surely be a 
boost to the development of this scenic area at the head 
of Salt Bay may well encourage the purchase of house 
lots and construction of new homes here.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Nobleboro: 


I wish to submit the following report for the Munici- 
pal Year of 1962-63. 


The enrollment in the Central School is 96, pratically 
the same as last year. The number of high school tuition 
students is 41, five less than last year. 


The Music Program which was started in September 
is going well. The program is under the direction of 
Mrs. Lorraine Jacques of Nobleboro. 


You have read a great deal during recent years about 
the need of improving reading by teaching sounds or 
phonetics. The reading system used in Nobleboro has 
always included the teaching of phonetics. Inthe system 
being used this year, the teaching of sounds precedes 
the start of actual reading in the first grade. This system 
of teaching sounds can also be of helpand is being used 
in the second grade. The results thus far indicate that 
the system has a great deal of merit and that we shall 
want to continue to use it. The introduction of this par- 
ticular method of teaching sounds did not make it neces- 
Sary to replace the reading books in the school as the 
System is used as a supplement to whatever reading 
books a school may be using. 
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_ The anticipated cost of operation of the Central School 
shows some increase over the past year. Tuition rates 
are increasing butadropinthenumber of students more 
than offsets the increase in rates for the coming year. 
Even though the total anticipated gross operating costs 
show an increase, the appropriations recommended for 
next year are $1,140. less than last year’s. This de- 
crease in appropriations by the town is made possible 
by an anticipated increase of nearly $3,000; in state 
subsidy for the coming year.

On November 5, 1962 representatives from the Board 
of Selectmen, School Board, each organization in town, 
the school principal, school superintendent, health of- 
ficer and interested citizens met with Mrs. Esther K. 
Long, (Public Health Nurse), to discuss and decide if 
Nobleboro should have an organized health council. 


On December 6, 1962 the newly organized health 
council met to elect the officers recommended by the 
nominating committee and to adopt the by-laws which 
had been drawn up by the by-laws committee. 


Elected to office were the following:

The functions of the council shall include the follow- 
ing: 
A. To determine, through observation and study the 
health needs of the community and act thereon.

Any citizen may become a member upon signing the 
by-laws.

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MINNEHATTA FIRE DEPARTMENT

FIRE DEPARTMENT! 


The first meeting held by the Minnehatta Fire Co. 
was on Thursday, February 9, 1939 at 7:00 P.M. in the 
home of Shirley Swanner. 


Attending this meeting were the following men: 
Shirley Swanner, Melrose Jones, Harry Hager, Frank 
Witham, Lorain Nilsen, Lawrence Burnham, Ralph Mc- 
Kenney, Lawrence Weston, George Weston, Jr., and 
Nathaniel Bryant. 


Discussed was the subject of equipment, as we then 
Owned not as much as a broom for fire fighting. 


The next meeting we organized. The name ‘‘Minne- 
hatta’’ was adopted, and the following men being named 
to office: Chief, Shirley Swanner; Ist Asst., Melrose 
Jones; 2nd. Asst., Lorain Nilsen; Drivers: 1, Merton 
Burns, 2, Arthur Jones, 3, Herbert York; George Weston, 
Jr., Treasurer; Nathaniel Bryant, Secretary. 


From this modest beginning we gradually began to 
acquire the necessary tools to combat any and all fires 
in the Town of Nobleboro, and, to some extent those 
occurring in adjacent towns, through a mutual agree- 
ment with other departments. 
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It is impossible to stress too highly the benefits of 
such an agreement with the various fire companies. 


Beano Games, Card Parties, and Suppers provided 
us with the money to purchase Pails, Indian Pumps, 
Axes, etc. not to mention the gifts of ladders and sundry 
other pieces of equipment, notably Indian Pumps, which 
one honorary member purchased for us. 


On March 23, 1939 we bought our first Mobile unit, 
a Packard touring car for $25.00, this to be made into 
a Fire Druck, 


On April 6, 1939 overload springs, water tank in- 
stalled on truck and all painted. 


April 12, 1939 No. 3 Indian Pump andtwo § & A fire 
extinguishers added. 


May 3, 1939 bought used pump from Sealand Corp. - 
for $25.00. 


May 10, 1939 received dénation of 12 pails from E. 
B. Hall, Waterville, Me. 


May 31, 1939 Chief Swanner reports a balance of 
$100.00 due on our appropriation from the Town. (Can-" 
not find the amount appropriated or the date. Must have 
been March of 1939.) 


August 10, 1939 Pump engine bought from Frank 
Witham for $5.00 for the pump. 


August 17, 1939 Pump proved unsallstrcia Re- 
turned to Sealand Corp. 
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April 15, 1940 Voted to jack up Firehouse and fix 
underpinnings. 


May 1, 1940 Portable pump purchased from Blan- 
chard Associates for $476.50, $250.00 down and the bal- 
ance paid next year. 


March 17, 1941 $226.50 paid on pump. 


September 11, 1950 Fund started by the Company for 
a new Fire House, 1948 conducted a raffleon a Chevrolet 
car and cleared $1,309.00. 


November 5, 1949, We commissioned Hollis Nelson 
to build us a new Fire Truck, front end pump, 500 gallon 
tank, Ladder and hose racks, besides places to carry 
the Indian Pumps, and on November 5, 1949 we put the 
Truck into commission. 


April 1, 1957 Started building a new Fire House which 
was completed in November of that year. 


January 1, 1958 moved into our new Fire House. 


February 22, 1961 The Civic Club of Nobleboro was © 


contacted we were given half the proceeds taken in, the 
members of the Fire Company, taking turns in helping 
Out at the games. 


This arrangement still exists and we have received _ 


at this date $4,147.50 from them, andthe Town $750.00, 
making a total of $4,897.58 plus interest. We are deeply 
appreciative of the efforts of the Civic Club and take this 
Opportunity to thank them from the bottom of our hearts. 
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We now have a 1949 Dodge Truck equipped with a 
front end pump which delivers 500 gallons per minute, 
1200 feet of hose with adjustable nozzle, 12 Indian 
Pumps, Soda & Acid Extinguisher, two gas masks, 1 
portable pump for wood fires, extension and rod ladders, 
hand electric lanterns for lights in dark rooms, corri- 
dors, or cellars, etc. 


The Fire House is anew building of Concrete founda- 
tion and floor and the top is of wood construction heated 
by an oil furnace of the hot air type. 


At a recent meeting of the Fire Chief Association, 
the matter of equipment was brought up and a standard 
was established to meet the Fire Underwriters Code if 
the Town wants the benefit of the lower Insurance Rates. 


In view of the discussions made, and taking into con- 
sideration the age of the present truck, and in anticipa- 
tion of repair bills inherent in equipment of this age, 
the Fire Company feels it would be best if the present 
truck be replaced with a new and modern one. 


The Fire Chief Association were adverse to the 
Mutual Aid plan, whereby a town with obsolete equipment 
could call on an adjacent town and receive equal help 
from a town having standard equipment. 


This fact alone sways the thinking of this Fire Com- 
pany to a considerable extent and prompts a reasonable 
remedy.
